The ChamLtcr ol' (^uniiucrce Itcplyi 

Tho most vulncrablo part ot Mr 
Seymour's (iospiitch of March, '05, is 
porliapa his kiiuo clToi t to gainsay Ihf 
Chiirabor's stateinojils in regard to tiic 
di^advaiilagoa of No.v WcBliniiiHior, 
otlior than uh a port of entry to EritiNh 
Coluinl)ia. It ia natural that ho shoulft 
havo f'ult most sonsilivo upon thih 
point, and should m.'irtjhal ail tlio ar* 
gumoiita of which ho was cupablu in 
attompting to satisfy tho iloino Gov- 
ern inunt that tlio reasons assigned b} 
the Chamber of Coinmerco lor tliur- 
di8[)araging the claims of the sister 
OapiLul to maritirao and coinraorcial 
suproiiiacy are without loundution. 
Uiiforlunutoly, however, Mr So^-mour 
allowed his zeal to outstrip his jinige- 
inent, and, to use a uollofjuialisni, 
" considerably put his foot in it." In 
their origiiml re|iort, tho Chamber 
state that " tho shipping and iinporl- 
iig interests were unable to avail 
thomselves ol iS'ew Westmiiisf er — al- 
though original jiurchasers, and still 
extonuivo holders of propert}' there — 
olhor ihuu as a port ol entry to the 
interior of British Culuinbiu, for the 
lollowing reasons ; tho grout ad- 
ditiopal risks and delay for sea-going 
ships without eica;!), navigating bi- 
twoen Victoria ai d Fraser Kivor. Thi 
intricate narrow and uncertain chan- 
nel ihiough the Kaiid-head^J, at the 
Eccutli ol the Fraser, available ool^- 
for abips drawing sixteen loot at t hi 
uiiuust, and then requiring tho assist- 
auco of steam. Tho subsequent dan 
geraod delay attending river naviga 
tion to How VVostminster, tho current 
daring the summer froshota being 
very rapid. Tho closing of tho river 
by ice from tiino to time during the 
■wiiitor season, extending over four 
months, Tho general inctmvonionce 
ol the situation for import and export 
to and from foreign markets; and the 
limited and uncertain nature of the 
mere local demand." Those aaser 
tioDS Governor ibeymour has attempt 
od at Sumo lengih to roiuto. Ilis ar- 
guments respecting tho navigation ol 
tbo Fraser, based mainly on the au- 
thoriUes of Oupt. Bichards, Admiral 
Xipgoome, and Lord Gilford, and the 
fcot of R. M. S. Tribune, drawing 19 
feet 6 inches, having arrived opposite 
New Westminster, although she " un- 
fortunately grounded" in leaviog tlu 
river, owing to the dull, whitt 
color ot a pole whoh marks tlu 
ohaanel, are careluHy and abl} 
met by the Committeo, who ad 
yance certifioates from irhipmastors, 
pilots and others, having had many 
years experience in navigating the 
waters between Victoria and the 
Kivor, to fully justiiy tho pobition they 
took. They prove how little was for- 
merly known of the entrance to the 
river, except by the local pilots, until 
the channel was surveyed and buoyed; 
that steamers drawing 9 ft, J6 and lU 
teet, frequently grounded on the sand 
beads; that one Admiralty authority 
put down tiho depth of water at 18 
foot at low tide, while Capt. JJichardr- 
placed it at 11 or 12 foot; and that in 
consequeuco of tho shiltiug and dis- 
uppourauce of the buoys, it was not 
practicable until the present year, 
when the iron buoys were laid and 
ttiu light-snip UBiablished, forsougoing 
ships to enter the Fraser with thai 
Certainly and safety which co innoroo 
requires and then only with tho aid ol 
steam; that tho attempt to test the 
oapaeiiy of the river for large vessels 
by Jl, M. 3. Tribune, was not only a 
costly and imprudent exporiioout, but 
failed in its object, as tlio Tribune lav 
Ou tho sands many days, was badly 
injured, and could not bo got olf until 
her guns, chains, shot, ic, won 
taken out and brought to Victoriu; 
and that according to tho oortilieuLe 
ol Pilot Tiioomb, through whose 
ability and inliraate local knowledge, 
Admiral Kingourao lo.stifios, ''the Tri- 
bune wasa'ono enabled to roach Now 
Westminster," the actual chunuol 
by which she entered, has now no., 
more than live feet at low water. Tbo 
Chamber make a strong point by 
showing that siooe the survey of the 
ahannol, and the placing of the iron 
buoys and a light ship costing tbo 
Government of British Columbia $26,- 
190 and 86860 per annum to maintain 
il, not a siagle sea going vessot with a 
cargo has entered tbo liiver. Espu^ 
oial notice is faken of tho fact, that 
Mr Seymour carefully abstains from 
alluding to "tho groat additional risks 
and delays for sea going vessels, witii- 
out ateam, navigating between Viet )^ 
ria and tbo Fraser Hivor," and iho 
Committee show tho importance ot 
(bis faot> b^ the following ututement 
made by Oapt. Biobarda, the Govor. 
aor's fiavoriie authority, " There is 



yet another cause which must add to 
importance of Esquimalt in a 
maritinio point of viow_ 

il is at the cxtrcini'y as it xcerc of fail- 
ing naviijation. Although tho Gulf ot 
Georgia and tho channols loading into 
it havo boon navigated by sailing 
vessels, yet tho disadvantages aro ob- 
vious and very groat, and tho loss of 
limo incalculable. Tho general ab- 
sence ot uteady winds among those 
channels, tho groat strength and un- 
certainty of the tides, and tho oxis- 
icnco of many hidden dangers could 
MOt fail to bo productive of constant 
accidents, and in a commercial poini 
of view such a class of vossols could 
never answer." This paragraph the 
committeo say supports their whole 
position, and it is not probablo thal 
many merobant ships from foreign 
jiorts will make the trial in the t'aoe, ol 
such an opirjion, unless compelled to 
do eo by adverse legislation. The 
lact that no single sea going vessel 
with cargo during eight months and a 
naif has had occasion to enter the 
Fraser, certainly speaks highly for its 
commoroial inipoitanoo. Governor 
Seymour's a musiug comments on tho 
rolativo merits of New Westminster 
and Victoria, the causes tb at had led 
Lo the absorption by Victoria of all 
Lho business of tho other capital', 
and tbo wonderful progress of Briti.^h 
Columbia under his benign sway from 
"the inclanelioly i)iclure of disap])oiiU- 
ed hopes, blight and decay lliat 
L^roeied him on his arrival" aro bandied 
iiy tho Chamber in a masterly style- 
Ivcluriis aro given of the imports oi 
ilio Colony, and the various sources ol 
revenue, Bhowing a financial retro- 
gression instead of progression 
under tho now regime in that colony, 
A'liilo a glanco at tho expenditure oi 
ipast years indicates that tho local 
ostablisliinon oxpondiluro in iS'ow 
Westminster under Mr Soyraour 
amounted very nearly to tho cstab- 
li.shmeulsof tho entire Colony under 
Sir .Tamos Douglas, and that despite 
lho enlorcod residonco of tbo public 
■ itticRrs at New Westminster ,and 
although tho establishment oxpoiidi- 
iuro of tho whole Colony, increased 
irom §138,001) in 18(i:J, to §1115, r)o7 in 
iSUo, and during tho years 18()l-5, a 
sum of S2l3,47'2 was expended in and 
ibout jSew Westminster lor public 
works, &c., tho matorial prosperity 
i)f iSow Westminster, was short of 
what it was before tho change, rents 
being lower, real estate decliuod to a 
noaiiiud price, tho larger business 
liousea closed, and replaced by others 
on a smaller scale. Mr Seymour's 
remarks on the progress of Victoria, 
her claims to bocomo the centre of 
commerce in those Colonies, Sir James 
Douglas' policy, hostile legislation, 
Lho lariir of iSlio, direct trade with 
New Westininstor and public sonli- 
inent in tho sister Colony, are also 
taken U])and fully answered by the 
Chamber, as aro also his tittompls to 
upset the statements regarding the case 
i)f the ''Onward" and the frequent 
closing of the river by ico during lho 
winter season. Wo commend the 
careful perusal of tho reply to tho pub- 
lic, as it is impossible to do full justice 
10 the ducuinent in the limits of our 
brief roviow.
